About eight years after he had given his heart to God, 
a blacksmith was approached by an intelligent unbeliever 
with the question: “Why is it you have so much trou- 
ble? I have been watching you. Since you joined the 
church and began to ‘walk square’ and seem to love 
everybody, you have twice as many trials and accidents 
as you had before. I thought that when a man gave 
himself to God his troubles were over. Isn’t that what 
the parson tells us?” 

With a thoughtful but glowing face, the blacksmith 
replied, “Do you see this piece of ‘steel? It is for the 
springs of a carriage. But it needs to be ‘tempered.’ In 
order to do this, I heat it red-hot, and then cool it with 
water. If I find it will take a ‘temper,’ I heat it again; 
then I hammer it and bend it and shape it so that it 
will be suitable for the carriage. Often I find the steel 
too brittle, and it cannot be used. If so, I throw it on the 
scrap pile. Those scraps are worth less than one cent a 
pound, but this carriage spring is valuable.” 

He paused, and his listener nodded. The blacksmith 
continued, “God saves us for something more than to 
have a good time. That’s the way I see it. We have the 
good time all right, for the smile of God means heaven. 
But He wants us for service, just as I want this piece of 
steel. And He puts the ‘temper’ of Christ in us by testings 
and trials.” 

“Ever since I saw this I have been saying to Him, ‘Test 
me in any way you choose, Lord, only don’t throw me 
on the scrap pile.’"—The Moody Bible Institute.

“Is it worth it?” Is my life for Christ with all the 

persecutions, all the self-denials, all the heart- 
aches and discouragements in my journey through this 
life while bound for the Promised Land worth it? If you 
have found that. your life with Christ is full of glory, 
peaceful, and good, you just cannot explain how wonder- 
ful your fellowship with the Lord really is. Let me tell 
you that God has a prize jewel in your consecration for 
the Master. May God continue to grant you His love and 
grace to shine for Him. 

If you are just about to give up all hope, before you 
go any farther and throw in the towel and say, “It’s just 
no use going on,” sit down with me for a few moments. 
Let’s talk it all over. I appreciate this opportunity to talk 
with you. The Lord Jesus, who knows all things and is 
everywhere present with His wonderful working power, is 
right here with a peace which passeth all understanding. 

In Paul’s writings to the church of God at Corinth, he 
said, “We are troubled on every side, yet not distressed; 
we are perplexed, but not in despair; persecuted, but not 
forsaken; (I) beseech you also that ye receive not the 
grace of God in vain. For he saith, I have heard thee in 
a time accepted, and in the day of salvation have I suc- 
cored (aided) thee. . . . behold, now is the day of salva- 
tion. Giving no offense in any thing, that the ministry 
be not blamed; But in all things approving ourselves as 
the ministers of God, in much patience, in afflictions, in 
necessities, in distresses, In stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labors, in watchings, in fastings; By pureness, 
by knowledge, by longsuffering, by kindness, by the Holy 
Ghost, by love unfeigned (unmeasured), By the word of 
truth, by the power of God, by the armor of righteous- 
ness on the right hand and on the left, By honor and dis- 
honor, by evil report and good report: as deceivers, and 
yet true; as unknown, and yet well known; as dying, and, 
behold, we live; as chastened, and not killed; As sorrow- 
ful, yet alway rejoicing; as poor, yet making many rich; 
as having nothing, and yet possessing all things. 

“Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God of all comfort; 
Who comforteth us in all our tribulation, that we may 
be able to comfort them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are comforted of God. 
For as the sufferings of Christ abound in us, so our con- 
solation also aboundeth in Christ. And whether we be af- 

Qricies, it is for your consolation and salvation, which is 
™ effectual in the enduring of the same sufferings which 
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we also suffer: or whether we be comforted, it is for 
your consolation and salvation. And our hope of you is 
steadfast, knowing, that as ye are partakers of the suf- 
ferings, so shall ye be also of the consolation. 

“If we suffer, we shall also reign with him: if we deny 
him, he also will deny us. For I reckon that the suffer- 
ings of this present time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be revealed in us. But as is 
written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love Him.” 


AT THE CLOSE of Paul’s life, he wrote to 
Timothy, “Watch thou in all things, endure afflictions, 
do the work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy min- 
istry. For I am now ready to be offered, and the time of 
my departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept the faith: Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, shall give me at that day: and not to me 
only, but unto all them also that love his appearing.” 

When the way gets rough with me, I like to think of 
Jesus, who was tempted in all ways as I am; yet, He did 
not sin, neither did He give up even when He cried out 
in His darkest hour, “My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” Yes, Jesus has said, “I will never leave 
thee nor forsake thee.” Isn’t it wonderful to feel daily His 
presence as we travel this pilgrim way to glory? Aren’t 
all our trials, disappointments, heartaches, and sufferings 
worth bearing a little while longer so that we may live 
with Jesus forever? There is a rest for the children of 
God. 

Continue on in His love and grace. Lift up your hands 
and praise Him for caring for you this far. Lift your 
hands, your head—smile—laugh—rejoice, for your re- 
demption is drawing nearer day by day. Continue to 
pray; continue to study His precious Word; continue to 
be a good soldier of the cross, for “There hath no tempta- 
tion taken you but such as is common to man: but God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able; but will with the temptation also make 
a way to escape, that ye may be able to bear it.” 

Here are a few words of admonition to you if you are 
not ready to meet God. Your life of sin—is it worth all 
the time you spend at it? No, a sinful life is not. The 
Word of God says, “Be not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap.

HERE ARE MANY LOVE STORIES in the Bible— 

the tender love of Isaac and Rebekah, the poig- 

nant romance of Jacob and Rachel, and the un- 
wise love of Samson for Delilah. Jonathan’s love for his 
friend David was so strong that he was willing to risk 
the wrath of his father, King Saul, to protect him. Many 
and varied are the stories found in God’s Word. One of 
the most touching stories is the love of a young Moabitish 
maid for her mother-in-law. Ruth’s love for Naomi was 
such that she willingly left her kindred and the purple 
hills of Moab to—but wait—let us go back to the begin- 
ning of the story. 

Elimelech, a wealthy Hebrew, lived in Bethlehem with 
his beloved wife Naomi and their two sons, Mahlon and 
Chilion. Under ordinary circumstances, Bethlehem was a 
fruitful land of grapes, figs, pomegranates, and wheat 
and barley fields. But it came to pass in those days that 
there was a famine in the land. The vineyards were bar- 
ren, and the grain fields lay in waste. Bread, which had 
been plentiful, became scarce. It was a trying time for 
the household of Elimelech. Beyond a doubt, they loved 
their homeland and entertained no idea of leaving it, but 
the situation became grave, and they finally decided to 
go to the land of Moab for subsistence. Somehow their 
faith grew dim, and they began to walk by sight. 

Their sojourn in the land of Moab was filled with 
pathos, for soon Elimelech died and Naomi and her two 
sons were left alone in a strange land. She felt keenly 
the loss of her companion and her life was lonely. Their 
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home, which was once filled with happiness and boyish 
laughter, became strangely quiet. Growing into man- 
hood, the boys soon found wives among the women of 
Moab. Mahlon married Ruth and Chilion married Orpah. ry 

By nature, Naomi was amiable, and her sincere piety 
and sweetness soon won the love and respect of her 
daughters-in-law. From her lips, they heard many stories 
of her youth in her homeland with its lovely green hill- 
sides, the gardens, and the plains where the wheat and 
barley once had grown plenteously. They heard many 
stories of the true God, Jehovah, for Naomi’s people were 
deeply religious. Time and again, the daughters-in-law 
caught a wistful look in her eyes, and they knew that 
in her heart she deeply yearned for her native land. 

As the years passed, it seemed that Naomi was prosper- 
ing, but disaster struck again—her two sons died. She be- 
came desolate. First, her husband died, and then her sons. 
Her sorrow was almost more than she could bear, and she 
often thought of home. One day the glad tidings came 
that the Lord had visited His people by giving them 
bread. A small flame of faith began to burn in Naomi’s 
heart, and she resolved to return to Bethlehem. Her ties 
in Moab were broken, and she turned her face homeward. 

Her daughters-in-law arose and went with her on the 
way of return to the land of Judah. They journeyed for 
a time—then Naomi, with a heart of compassion, turned 
to Orpah and Ruth. She well knew the comfort she would 
reap if they continued with her. She had learned to love 
them as her own daughters, but she did not want them 
oppressed by her sorrow. She bade them, “Go, return 
each to her mother’s house: the Lord deal kindly with 
you, as ye have dealt with the dead, and with me.” Then 
she kissed them, and they lifted up their voices and wept. 
The parting was heart-rending, and they said to her, 
“Surely we will return with thee unto thy people.” In 
all fairness Naomi tried to dissuade them, and finally, 
Orpah, kissing her, turned back, but Ruth cleaved to her. 
Such love has seldom been surpassed. 

This daughter of Moab would not be dissuaded, though 
Naomi again said, “Return thou after thy sister-in-law.” 
Her choice was through ardent love. She severed all ties 
with Moab and asked for no consideration. With a heart 
of perfect loyalty, she proclaimed, “Entreat me not to 
leave thee, or to return from following after thee: for 
whither thou goest, I will go; and where thou lodgest, I 
will lodge: thy people shall be my people, and thy God 
my God: Where thou diest, will I die, and there will I 
be buried: the Lord do so to me, and more also, if aught | 
but death part thee and me.” 

Naomi, seeing her steadfastness, recognized the depth 
of Ruth’s love, and they journeyed together to Bethlehem. 

Wise indeed are the words of Origen: “Blessed is Ruth, 
who so clave unto her aged mother-in-law that she 
would not leave her unto death. For this reason, Scripture 
indeed has justly extolled her, but God has beautified her 
forever. But He will judge, and in the resurrection con- 
demn all those wicked and ungodly daughters-in-law 
who deal out abuse and wrong to their parents-in-law, 
unmindful of the fact that they gave life and sustenance 
to their husbands . . . If, therefore, thou lovest thy hus- 
band, O wife, then love them also who gave him being, 
and thus brought up a son for themselves and a husband 
for thee. Seek not to divide the son from his father or 
mother, lest thou fall into the condemnation of the Lord * 
in the day of awful inquest and judgment.” 
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GOD’S MYSTERY

The intimacy of Christ and His sheep was best revealed when He said, “Unto you is 
given to know the mysteries of the kingdom of God.” 


YSTERY MEANS “something 

secret, hidden, not known to 

all.” The world obtains many 
mysteries today, and the Word of 
God does, also. Jesus said in Luke 
8:10a, “Unto you it is given to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of God.” 
Hallelujah! We can know God’s mys- 
teries. Colossians 1:26 says, “Even the 
mystery which hath been hid from 
ages and from generations, but now is 
made manifest to his saints.” Ephe- 
sians 1:9, “Having made known unto 
us the mystery of his will, according 
to his good pleasure which he hath 
purposed in himself.” Romans 16:25, 
26, “Now to him that is of power to 
establish you according to my gospel, 
and the preaching of Jesus Christ, ac- 
cording to the revelation of the mys- 
tery, which was kept secret since the 
world began, but now is made mani- 
fest, and by the scriptures of the 
prophets, according to the command- 
ments of the everlasting God, made 
known to all nations for the obedience 
of faith.” This mystery is made known 
only by believing, obeying, and accept- 
ing the Scripture. 

It has always been God’s plan to use 
humanity to fulfill His plans. Ephe- 
sians 5:22, 23 uses the sacred devo- 
tion of man and wife to reveal the 
importance and sacredness of our 
duty to the Church. Since the Church 
is important, it will pay us to prayer- 
fully search God’s Word for the di- 
vine revelation of its mystery. Ephe- 
sians 5:32 says, “This is a great mys- 
tery: but I speak concerning Christ 
and the church.” The Church, the 
body of Christ, is known as His wait- 
ing bride, according to Matthew 25:6 
and Revelation 19:7. Colossians 1:18a, 
“And he is the head of the body, the 
church.” Ephesians 1:22, 23, “And 
hath put all things under his feet, 
and gave him to be the head over all 
things to the church, Which is his 
body, the fulness of him that filleth 
all in all.” Since it is His body and 
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waiting bride, why wouldn’t He have 
the right to name it? To consider a 
portion of Romans 16:26 which says,

The name Church of God is not 
just some man’s choice, but God’s 
Spirit moved and revealed it to be re- 
corded in His Holy Word. 2 Peter 1:21, 
“For the prophecy came not in old 
time by the will of man: but holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” Although God’s 


Word teaches that there was a house 
called by His name as far back as 
King Solomon’s day, some waste time 
fussing over the revelation of the 
name. 1 Kings 8:29, 43, “That thine 
eyes may be open toward this house 
night and day, even toward the place 
of which thou hast said, My name 
Shall be there: that thou mayest 
hearken unto the prayer which thy 
servant shall make toward this piace. 
Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling 
place, and do according to all that 
the stranger calleth to thee for: that 
all people of the earth may know thy 
name,.to fear thee, as do thy people 
Israel; and that they may know that 
this house, which I have builded, is 
called by thy name.” 


Who has the right to say it is their 
revelation? “God is not the author of 
confusion,” 1 Corinthians 14:33. Any- 
thing that is contrary to the Word of 
God is confusion and deceitful. 


WITH HIS HANDS lifted 
toward heaven, King Solomon offered 
this prayer while kneeling before an 
altar. It is a pity that the altar has 
become so old-fashioned for many 
and they have exalted themselves so 
high that they no longer kneel and 
pray. We do not have to leave holiness 
movements to find such spirits exist- 
ing. 2 Chronicles 7:14 says, “If my 
people, which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land.” If there were 
wicked people called by His name 
then, there is a possibility of the same 
today, but that doesn’t keep the hon- 
est-hearted from accepting the Word 
and being ready. Praise God!. In Pro- 
verbs 6:16-19 read of the six things 
that God hates.

mander-in-Chief of the United Nations Forces 

in Japan and Korea, was relieved of his com- 
mand against his will, he is said to have met the chal- 
lenge with these words: “Old soldiers don’t die; they 
just fade away.” The same thing may be said of old 
ministers who have been superannuated. 

After thirty-three years of service, at my request, I 
have been retired at the age of 61 from active, full-time 
ministry in the Church of God. This does not mean that 
one necessarily has to pass from the scene of action the 
moment he steps down from the official ministry and 
has to go into oblivion beneath a spiritual cloud. Before 
I got saved, theaters were a great attraction to me, and 
if the so-called best shows failed to come my way, I 
traveled to other towns in order to see them. When an 
interesting play came to a close, I was reluctant to leave, 
but when the curtains were drawn, the floodlights were 
switched off, and the actors had disappeared from the 
stage, everyone went his own way, and I, also, continued 
on my way, feeling as though I were under a cloud. It is 
not so now walking in the true Light, “which lighteth ev- 
ery man that cometh into the world,” John 1:9. 

For my part, it was very sad, indeed, when I preached 
my farewell sermon at the Church of God in East Los 
Angeles, California, on August 29, 1954. The time had ar- 
rived for me to step down and out, bringing to a close 
thirty-three years of the active ministry. For my theme I 
used these words: “Old soldiers (ministers) don’t die; 
they just fade away.” 

When my message was finished, two of the brethren, 
operating from a concealed position, closed the big green 
velvet curtains and switched off the bright lights on the 
platform, leaving a small blue-white light shining in my 
face as the drapes were slowly drawn together. This 
meant a separation once and for all time, as far as my 
active ministry was concerned. It was hard for me to face 
the music, but when the orchestra began to play and 
the congregation joined in singing softly, “God Be With 
You Till We Meet Again,” I stepped from behind the cur- 
tains and handed the keys of the church to our clerk, 
Brother Albert I. Farnell, as the members and friends 
marched around to tell me goodbye. I, for one, do not 
mean to “fade” as fast as the devil would like for me to, 
and with this thought in mind, it was easier for me to 
part with our dear people for whom I had served as pas- 
tor for the last four years. 

My reason for retiring from the official ministry so soon 
after having reached the voluntary retirement age was 
in order that I might be able to travel abroad some more 
among our fine folk I met during the time of my jour- 
neying in the capacity of Field Representative and For- 
eign Service Pastor. Since I left my home in California 
two months ago, I have seen a little of twenty countries, 
increasing the number of foreign lands visited to 105,

queen was chosen as an instrument of deliverance 

for her people. Mordecai, her uncle, was her in- 
structor, so to speak. He faithfully carried out his part. 
Mordecai challenged Esther to fulfill her mission as an 
instrument of God for the deliverance of the Jews. He 
said to her, “Think not with thyself that thou shalt es- 
cape in the king’s house, more than all the Jews. For if 
thou altogether holdest thy peace at this time, then shall 
there enlargement and deliverance arise to the Jews 
from another place; but thou and thy father’s house 
shall be destroyed: and who knoweth whether thou art 
come to the kingdom for such a time as this?” Esther 
4:13, 14. 

My dear Christian friends, you and I are solemnly 
charged with the same challenging message today. We 
are responsible for the lost around us. Those whom God 
has called to preach the glorious gospel of Jesus to a lost 
world are chosen as instruments of deliverance in the 
hands of the Holy Ghost. Not everyone has a special 
charge given him to be used as a special instrument of 
God, but, dear ones, He does have chosen vessels to be 
used as instruments of deliverance in His hands. Some- 
body might ask, “If I don’t have a special charge as a 
chosen instrument of deliverance, what is the part I 
am to carry or to hold?” If God hasn’t given you a special 
or specific calling for service to render in His kingdom 
work, there is one thing certain and sure—you do have 
a job to do! Don’t think within yourselves just because 
you are saved, sanctified, or baptized with the Holy Ghost 
that you are not charged with some kind of responsibility 
in the business of soul-winning and delivering bound 
souls for God. Yes, you are solemnly charged with a re- 
sponsibility to God and souls. “What is it?” you ask. It is 
wholehearted cooperation in prayer and fasting, as well 
as faithfully witnessing to the lost, with and for those 
whom God has given the special calling or anointing of 
deliverance (read Esther 4:15-17). You cannot shirk your 
duty and expect to escape the grave responsibility that 
God has given you. 

Does cooperation bring deliverance? Well, let’s see. No- 
@- again verses 15 through 17. Esther had to call on her 

people for help, for a chosen vessel of deliverance must 
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have wholehearted cooperation of God’s people. Esther 
asked her people to fast and pray with her and for her. 
It took fasting, praying, and cooperating together to 
bring about the deliverance of the Jews, God’s chosen 
people. It takes fasting, praying, and wholehearted co- 
operating on the part of God’s people to get the job 
done in our day. Church of God people, great is our 
challenge. There are souls all around us who are bound 
by sin or by afflictions. It is our Father’s will that these 
precious souls be delivered. 

“Delivered by whom?” you ask. God has called us to 
be ministers and He has ordained us as instruments of 
deliverance for souls in sin. 

What is the destruction facing humanity today? The 
wrath of God is turned against every sinner. (See Joel 
2:11.) We, as laborers in the vineyard of Jesus, are 
charged with the great responsibility of carrying the 
glorious gospel of deliverance to those bound in sin and 
afflictions. Just suppose Queen Esther, whom God had 
chosen as an instrument of deliverance, had shifted her 
personal responsibility to someone else. Suppose she had 
done as so many called in the service of the Lord do to- 
day. Suppose she had said, “I just can’t do that big, dan- 
gerous job; as little as I am, it is too much for me.” 

Esther did not do this. She asked only one thing of her 
people—their cooperation in fasting and praying for her 
three days. Esther’s maidens humbled themselves before 
God with wholehearted consecration and prayer for her 
as she took up the grave, dangerous task of going in be- 
fore the king to ask the deliverance of her people from 
the wrath of their enemy who was seeking to destroy 
their very lives. 

My friends, the enemy of our souls, the old devil or 
Satan, has devised a worse and more subtle destruction 
for mankind than just their natural lives. His device is 
the destruction of the spiritual man, the soul, by entice- 
ment to sin against God. That’s exactly why God’s wrath 
is against the sinner today. It is simply because the sin- 
ner has been beguiled by Satan, and God cannot look on 
sin with the least degree of allowance. He just will not 
allow sin around His kingdom. Therefore, the sinner 
must be redeemed or delivered from the yoke and bond-

HEREOF I WAS MADE a minister, according to 

the gift of the grace of God given unto me by 

the effectual working of his power,” Ephesians 
3:7. This is not only the testimony of our beloved Broth- 
er Paul to the church at Ephesus, but also it is the testi- 
mony of every God-made minister. ‘“Whereof I am made 
a minister, according to the dispensation of God which 
is given to me for you, to fulfil the word of God,” so 
Paul testified to the saints at Colosse as he exhorted 
them to be united together in love, having a fuller un- 
derstanding of the spiritual mysteries of the Father and 
of Christ. He warned against false doctrine and urged 
steadfast faith in Christ. 

The minister is a herald of hope. “If ye continue in the 
faith grounded and settled, and be not moved away from 
the hope of the gospel, which ye have heard, and which 
was preached to every creature which is under heaven; 
whereof I Paul am made a minister,” Colossians 1:23. 
Paul spoke of Epaphras as “our dear fellow servant, 
who is for you a faithful minister of Christ.” He had a 
burden for lost souls, a message of the power of Jesus to 
save, and the care of the church as his responsibility. 
My, what an influence a faithful minister has upon men 
in a time like this when there are so many things that 
invite disloyalty and unfaithfulness. 

On the human side of his nature, the minister deals 
with men on behalf of God, and on the spiritual side of 
his nature, he deals with God on behalf of men. “All 
things are of God, who hath reconciled us to himself by 
Christ Jesus, and hath given to us (the ministers) the 
ministry of reconciliation; To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them; and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation,” 2 Corinthians 5:18, 19. 

The minister is God’s ambassador of good will to man. 
It is not God’s will that any perish but that all men 
should come to God repenting. That is good news, for the 
penitent soul is saved through faith in the death, burial, 
and resurrection of Christ. This is the basis on which the 
ambassador may bring men into their right relationship 
with God. “Now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by us: we pray you in 
Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God.” The Lord has 
not sent angels to preach and minister the Word to men; 
He has called men of like passions as yourself. When 
God’s messenger preached the power of Jesus’ name to 
the people at the house of Cornelius, the people would 
have worshiped him, but Peter said, “Stand up: I myself 
am a man.” So the minister is, first of all, a human be- 
ing. He is a God-made minister. He must be a faithful 
minister, or he will lose his reward and cause men to 
lose their way and slip down into the pit. 


Now, LET US CONSIDER the vocation of the 
minister. Let us hear God’s Word on this matter. “For 
God hath not given us the spirit of fear; but of power, 
and of love, and of a sound mind. Be not thou therefore 

ashamed of the testimony of our 
His Call Lord, nor of me his prisoner: but 
be thou partaker of the afflictions 
of the gospel according to the power of God; Who hath 
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saved us, and called us with a holy calling, not according 
to our works, but according to His own purpose and 
grace,” 2 Timothy 1:7-9. Not only is the minister’s voca- 
tion a holy calling but it is also a heavenly calling. 
“Wherefore, holy brethren, partakers of the heavenly 
calling, consider the Apostle and High Priest of our pro- 
fession, Christ Jesus: Who was faithful to him that ap- 
pointed him, as also Moses was faithful in all his house,” 
Hebrews 3:1, 2. 

The minister is called and anointed of God to preach, 
teach, and minister the Word of God to suffering, dying 
human souls. In Matthew 28:19 Jesus said, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” Paul testified in 1 Corinthians 1:17, “For Christ 
sent me not to baptize, but to preach the gospel: not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross of Christ should be 
made of no effect.” “My speech,” said Paul, “and my 
preaching was not with enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit and of power,” 1 
Corinthians 2:4. The Word of God possesses a character- 
building influence. The beloved Apostle admonished “Let 
no corrupt communication proceed out of your mouth, 
but that which is good to the use of edifying, that it may 
minister grace to the hearers,” Ephesians 4:29. 

God-called, Holy-Ghost-anointed preaching is God’s 
method of bringing a spiritual awakening to the world. 
The Church is looking for better methods; God is looking 
for better men who have studied to show themselves ap- 
proved unto God, men whom the Holy Ghost can use, 
and men of prayer. The Holy Ghost does not flow through 
methods, but men. He does not come on machinery, but 
men. He does. not anoint plans, but men. The preacher 
either makes or mars the message from God to men. He 
is the golden pipe through which the Holy Spirit is to 
flow. The pipe must: not only be golden, but also flawless 
and open so that the oil may have an unhindered flow. 


It has been said by a prince of preachers, “The man 
makes the preacher, but God makes the man.” One has 
said, “It takes about twenty years to make a sermon, be- 
cause it takes about twenty years to make the man.” 
Preaching is not the performance of an hour, but it is 
the overflow of a life. The sermon is full of life, because 
the preacher is full of life. The gospel of Christ does not 
move by popular vote; it can move only as the men who 
have charge of it move. The sermon cannot rise in its 
life-giving flow above the preacher. Everything depends 
on the spiritual character of the servant of God. He is to 
bear the message of God to men; therefore, it is impera- 
tive that he be a student of the Bible.

countries and colonies belonging to the five main conti- 
nents and Australia. At the time of this writing, I am 
seated on the roof of the Church of God Missions Head- 
quarters in the little town of Bethlehem. The building is 
made of hewn limestone and has walls about four feet 
thick. The roof, covering an area of about 2,500 square 
feet, is laid also with hewn stones about four inches thick 
and of varying shapes and sizes up to three or four feet 
square. This heavy superstructure is supported by a ser- 
ies of thick walls or interior partitions and domes made 
of stone and arched at right angles for strength. 

The Nativity Church, built over the site where it is said 
Christ was born and laid in a manger, is in plain view a 
block away. This is January 6, Christmas Eve, according 
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to the Orthodox Eastern Calendar, and thousands of peo- 
ple are gathered in Bethlehem for the purpose of cele- 
brating the Saviour’s birth. In a later article, I hope to 
describe in detail my experiences in the Holy Land and 
other countries, including Germany, where I spent twelve 
wonderful days with Brother and Sister Lauster and our 
other fine German folk. Since I have digressed from the 
subject of aged ministers, kindly permit me to take this 
means of thanking our good members and friends in Cal- 
ifornia who have made possible this trip through their 
contributions. It is next to impossible for me to write a 
personal letter to each of them. 

Some people might think that a sixty-one-year-old 
man starting out on a trip like this, with nothing to rely 
upon but his faith in God, was lacking in wisdom or in- 
telligence. But, let me ask: Apart from faith, what more 
does one need? The lack of faith is all that one need 
worry about. On the first leg of my present journey, I 
had with me none other than Dr. J. O. Kinnaman, noted 
Bible archaeologist, who was approaching his eighty- 
eighth birthday and was still going strong for the Lord. 
Then, while visiting in London, England, I met my good 
friend, Ben Griffiths, pastor of Peniel Chapel, one of the 
largest Pentecostal churches in England. Brother Grif- 
fiths, who is eighty-five years old, organized the church 
forty-three years ago, and he has been serving as pastor 
ever since. Going about his pastoral work, he rides a bi- 
cycle—the same one he had in the beginning of his min- 
istry. When it breaks down, he gets it fixed and rides 
along as usual. He prefers to use the bike instead of a 
car so that he will have more money to spend on mis- 
sions. At one time, Peniel supported as many as eighty- 
three missionaries. 

Some people’s earthly pilgrimage may be likened to a 
jet plane that goes streaking across the skies at the dizzy 
speed of sound, yet leaving nothing behind it but a trail 
of smoke that soon vanishes through thin air. When the 
time will have arrived for me to make my final bow and 
the good Man upstairs drops the curtain, may God grant 
that I shall have left behind me something more real 
and tangible than a trail of smoke and a dying sound 
that soon become a part of the silent, invisible domain. 

In referring again to our text, “Old Ministers Don’t 
Die; They Just Fade Away,” the same thing may be said 
of all true Christians whether they be ministers or lay- 
men. “And I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, 
Write, Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors; and their works do follow them,” Rev-

tions that life offers—turn, twist, and 
misrepresent the precious Word of 
God, my soul burns within, my mind 
is alarmed, and I have to cry aloud 
for the One who loved me so, Blessed 
be God forever! 

There are a lot of good people ready 
to meet the Lord who aren’t called by 
the Church of God name but who 
are walking in all the light they have 
seen. Jesus said in John 12:35b, “Walk 
while ye have the light, lest darkness 
come upon you.” 2 Timothy 3:16, 17, 
“All scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness: That the 
man of God may be perfect, thorough- 
ly furnished unto all good works.” 
When we see that God’s Word says a 
thing, we are not justified without ac- 
cepting it, too. 

Jesus Christ died, arose, and ascend- 
ed to the right hand of the Father 
(Mark 16:19; Acts 7:55). Therefore, 
He left the Word to instruct and 
teach us how to get to heaven. In 
Psalm 119:105 David said, “Thy word 
is a lamp unto my feet, and a light 
unto my path.” In John 8:32 Jesus 
said, “Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.” Isn’t 
the Word of God wonderful? John 
12:48, “He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that 
judgeth him; the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in 
the last day.” Friend, is this not bind- 
ing? 

IN MATTHEW 16:18, 19a, 


@..... said, “And I say unto thee, That

thou art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church; and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it. And I 
will give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven.” Jesus was refer- 
ring directly to Himself as “This rock,” 
and He placed the care of the Church 
in the hands of man, Peter, to whom 
He was talking. Matthew 21:42, “Jesus 
said unto them, Did ye never read in 
the scriptures, The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same is become 
the head of the corner: this is the 
Lord’s doing, and it is marvelous in 
our eyes?” In my mind I can see Jesus 
as He looked down through the tele- 
scope of time, and seeing things that 
shouldn’t be in the Church, say, by 
the moving of His Spirit, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood,” 
Acts 20:28. 

Some might say that they are all 
God’s churches. If they are, then why 
aren’t they called by the name He 
chose and gave to the church? Many 
say that it had to be a church on 
earth and not in heaven for it to be 
placed in the care of men, when the 
Church gets to heaven, it will not 
need even the sun, moon, and stars, 
much less men to FEED and GOVERN 
it, for the Lord God will be the light 
(Revelation 22:5). Now the Church is 
in the hands of man, but then it will 
be in God’s hands. Men, will your 
hands be clean when you meet God? 
Have you honestly done your duty for 
His Church? 

Another evident fact that the 
Church is on earth is that Christ gave 


instructions on how the trespassers 
should be dealt with in the Church 
(Matthew 18:15-17). He said, “. . . tell 
it to the church.” How can you tell it 
to the Church if it is in heaven? I am 
sure that when one gets to heaven 
there will be no wanting to come back. 
Neither will two or three witnesses 
prefer charges for or against someone. 
1 Timothy 3:5, “For if a man know 
not how to rule his own house, how 
shall he take care of the church of 
God?” 1 Timothy 3:15, “But if I tarry 
long, that thou mayest know how thou 
oughtest to behave thyself in the 
house of God, which is the church of 
the living God, the pillar and ground 
of the truth.” Who needs to be told 
how to behave in heaven? In Acts 
16:1-4 we find that Paul and Timothe- 
us went through the cities delivering 
the decrees—ordinances, laws, or rules 
—to the churches. This should con- 
vince anyone that there is a visible, 
organized Church on this earth called 
by the Father’s name. 


Saul was a favored and well-edu- 
cated man who knew the law and kept 
it to the letter, but he hated the 
Church of God so much that he ob- 
tained letters from the high prfest 
and elders to bind and persecute the 
saints (Acts 22:4-7; Acts 8:3). Listen 
to his cruel words in Acts 26:10-11, 
“Which thing I also did in Jerusalem: 
and many of the saints did I shut up 
in prison, having received authority 
from the chief priests; and when they 
were put to death, I gave my voice 
against them. And I punished them 
oft in every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme; and being ex- 
ceedingly mad against them, I perse- 
cuted them even unto strange cities.” 
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In Galatians 1:13 he said, “For ye 
have heard of my conversation in time 
past in the Jews’ religion, how that 
beyond measure I persecuted the 
church of God and wasted it.” How- 
ever, as much as he hated the Church 
with a cruel zealousness, there was 
still something honest about Saul, who 
was later called Paul, for when he 
saw his wrong, he was willing to 
change and work just as hard for the 
Church as he had worked against it 
regardless of his favor among men or 
who liked it or who didn’t. That is the 
kind of person the Lord can use—one 
who will please God in preference to 
anyone. No wonder he had so much 
power with the Lord that his clothes 
could be sent to sick and they would 
be healed. Acts 19:12, “So that from 
his body were brought unto the sick 
handkerchiefs or aprons, and the dis- 
eases departed from them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them.” Thank God 
for Paul! 


EVIDENTLY, he was in a 
discussion with his fellow men when 
he hurled the reply that is found in 
Galatians 1:10-12, “For do I now per- 
suade men, or God? or do I seek to 
please men? for if I yet pleased men, I 
should not be the servant of Christ. 
But I certify you, brethren, that the 
gospel which was preached of me is 
not after man. For I neither received 
it of man, neither was I taught it, but 
by the revelation of Jesus Christ.” 
When one receives a revelation from 
God or His Word, he isn’t easily 
moved. Paul became an apostle and 
an overseer of the very thing he had 
hated and fought so much. 1 Corinthi- 
ans 1:1, 2, “Paul, called to be an apos- 
tle of Jesus Christ through the will of 
God, and Sosthenes our brother, unto 
the church of God which is at Corinth, 
to them that are sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, called to be saints, with all that 
in every place call upon the name of 
Jesus Christ our Lord, both theirs and 
ours.” Corinth was a little city in 
Greece. 

Then, Paul had a membership on 
earth according to the will of God, did 
he not? In 2 Corinthians 11:28 he 
said also, “Besides those things that 
are without, that which cometh upon 
me daily, the care of all the churches.” 
Of course, he was an overseer. Acts 
16:4, “And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of the 
apostles and elders which were at Je- 
rusalem.” Why was not Jerusalem 
their headquarters at this time? The 
decrees were the rules by which the

churches were to be governed. A 
church without rules would be like 
the army without government. 


The Bible teaches government, 
whether we like it or not. 2 Peter 2:10, 
“But chiefly them that walk after the 
flesh in the lust of uncleanness, and 
despise government. Presumptuous are 
they, self-willed, they are not afraid 
to speak evil of dignities.” Self-willed 
simply means to be controled by our 
own selfish desires, and not by the 
government of the Bible. It has been 
said far too many times, “I’d belong 
to the Church, but so-and-so doesn’t 
live up to its government.” Can you 
find just one church where everybody 
lives up to your expectations and does- 
n’t have to be dealt with in the 
church? If people had been thus, Je- 
sus would not have given instructions 
on how to deal with the transgressor 
(Matthew 18:15-17). The early 
Church had the devil with whom to 
contend; for instance, there was Ana- 
nias and Sapphira (Acts 5:1-11); Ju- 
das was also jealous over the money- 
bag (John 12:4-7), as well as many 
others. Jesus will separate the wheat 
from the tares and will present the 
perfect saints to the Father in glory. 
Ephesians 5:27, “That he might pre- 
sent it to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish.” 1 Peter 4:18, 
“If the righteous scarcely be saved.” 
Friend, it will take all we can do. Let 
us not miss our soon coming King. 
“The Lord knoweth them that are 
his,” 2 Timothy 2:19. Praise God! 

Notice a few more things that Paul 
said in 1 Corinthians 12:28, “And 
God hath set some in the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers .. . helps, governments, di- 
versities of tongues.” God set them 
there; they are still there; and He will 
let whoever He sees fit use them. 
The question is: “Are we quali- 
fied for the job?” If so, the work will 
be done. (Read verses 4-10.) “But all 
these worketh that one and the self- 
same Spirit, dividing to every man 
severally as he will,” 1 Corinthians 
12:11. Friend, if the Church were only 
in heaven, there would be no need of 
these gifts, for there will be no sick- 
ness, death, or pain in heaven (Reve- 
lations 21:4). Glory to God! Not only 
that, but also Revelation 22:3, 4 says, 
“And there shall be no more curse: 
but the throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it; and his servants 
shall serve him: And they shall see 
his face; and his name shall be in 


their foreheads.” Hallelujah! They 
will not be ashamed of His name. 


We should count it a glorious priv- 
ilege to have a God-given Bible name 
for the Church. Paul said in Gala- 
tians 1:8, “But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed.” We are criticized for the 
name, but who preaches it as strongly 
as the Bible? Jesus said in Matthew 
10:22, “And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake: but he that 
endureth to the end shall be saved.” 
Do you know what a namesake is? 
One who is named after another and 
in honor of another is called a name- 
sake. There is scripture for the name- 
sake—Revelation 2:3, “And hast borne, 
and hast patience, and for my name’s 
sake hast labored, and hast not faint- 
ed.” (Read Revelation 3:8; 2:13.) If 
we are members of His body, then why 
not inherit His name? 

All those who have been saved or 
born again of the Spirit of God are 
brothers and sisters in Christ (Mat- 
thew 12:50). 1 Corinthians 12:13, 14, 
“For by one Spirit we are all baptized 
into one body.” We become members 
of the spiritual body when we repent 
and become Christians (Acts 3:19; 
Luke 13:3), but we join the earthly 
church by sacred vows, as a man and 
wife are joined together. Ephesians 
5:32, “This is a great mystery: but I 
speak concerning Christ and the 
church.” Then we receive the right 
hand of fellowship, as Paul did in Ga- 
latians 2:9, “And when James, Cephas, 
and John, who seemed to be pillars, 
perceived the grace that was given 
unto me, they gave to me and Barna- 
bas the right hands of fellowship; that 
we should go unto the heathen, and 
they unto the circumcision.” This act 
was performed on earth. 

In Ephesians 3:15 Paul said, “Of 
whom the whole family in heaven and 
earth is named.” Surely there is a 
Biblical name for the Church. Friends, 
I am not trying to un-Christianize 
anyone, but I can say that there is a 
blessing in accepting God’s Word. May 
I say to you, as Paul said in Ephesians 
6:18, 19, “Praying always with all 
prayer and supplication in the Spirit, 
and watching thereunto with all per- 
severance and supplication for all 
saints; and for me, that utterance 
may be given unto me, that I may 
open my mouth boldly to make known 
the mystery of the gospel.” I have 
written this in the fear of God, an 
may the Lord bless every reader. 
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e New Church Structure in 
Middletown, Ohio 

The Church of God in Middletown, 
Ohio, was organized in 1920. J. D. Wil- 
son was pastor of the church for 
twenty-two years. Subsequent pastors 
have been M. J. Headley, H. R. Corley, 
John L. Stephens, and the present 
pastor, D. A. Biggs. Brother Biggs ac- 
cepted the pastorate on August 28, 
1947. At the time he became pastor, 
the average Sunday School attendance 
was 172. e church has grown until 
today the average Sunday School at- 
tendance is 422. 

The beautiful church structure on 
the cover of this week’s Evangel was 
built at a cost of $136,000. It is a mag- 
nificent edifice with an auditorium 
seating 540. The baptistry is of ceramic 
tile and has a large oil fresco for the 
background. The platform, aisles, and 
vestry are carpeted. The church is 





equipped with a new Baldwin piano 
and organ. 

Besides the beautiful auditorium, 
the church has a nursery, a balcony, 
twenty Sunday School rooms, three 
offices, five rest rooms, a furnace room 
with three gas furnaces, and large 
penthouse fans on the roof that give 
a complete change of air every three 
minutes. 

The church was dedicated on Janu- 
ary 2, 1955. Houston R. Morehead, As- 
sistant General Overseer, was the 
speaker on this occasion. An offering 
of $5,500 was raised on dedication day. 
The indebtedness on the new building 
is only $35,000. Pastor Biggs and the 
344 members of the church are to be 
commended for their outstanding ac- 
complishment.—Editor.
